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Council responds 
to resignations 

As a I'ollowup to the story in last week’s 
edition of the Sierra Madre News concerning the 
resignation of all members of the Parking Commit¬ 
tee, The News asked members of the Sierra Madre 
City Council to comment. Councilman Tom Ed¬ 
wards was the only one who chose not to comment. 

Mayor Charles Corp was not available for 
comment. 

Mayor Pro Tern Lisa Fowler said, ‘‘I’m na¬ 
turally disappointed that they’ve chosen to take this 
avenue. It was an incredibly talented group. I was 
chosen liaison this year but never had a chance 
to participate. My perception of the problem came 
when we never had a chance to formally hear 
their proposal. I would have preferred to do that 
rather than their perceiving this as apathy or am¬ 
bivalence.” 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan said, ‘‘I 
think some of the statements Goss made were 
incorrect. They never invited city councilmen to 
their meetings. Meetings were not on a regular 
basis, not scheduled but were at various times never 
disclosed to me. 1 was liaison last year. One of the 
things they’re upset about is our not buying the 
property behind Kersting Court. The CRA (Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency) is adamantly op¬ 
posed to taking people’s homes. The majority of the 
council turned down the library expansion program 
even though matching funds were available. 

‘‘Their plan for the development of the down¬ 
town area was a little too heroic. They wanted to 
redesign downtown and 1 don’t think we’re ready 
for that. Their plans were too trendy and very 
expensive. 

‘‘1 could pick up about six parking spaces 
on the east and south side of the triangle at 
Kersting Court. We’d have to change the bus stop 
to the shelter in the city lot on Baldwin but that 
wouldn’t be too difficult. 

‘‘1 think they did a heck of a good job, 
worked hard, came up with a good program. 1 
appreciate very much the effort they made on behalf 
of the city.” 

Councilman Sam Simpson said, ‘‘1 am terribly 
unhappy about it but what more can 1 say? 
I’m unhappy there wasn’t a liai.son. There should 
have been. In my personal opinion, if they’d had 
a liaison, and more feeling and input to the City 
Council —. But we never received minutes. 1 didn’t 
know the Parking Committee still existed.” 

The News asked Simpson if the committee will 
be reinstated, and he answered, ‘‘1 don’t know. 
I’d think that it would. 1 think we should have 
one but I can’t speak for the Mayor. I’d like to 
see those who have resigned continue. If they don’t 
wish to remain. I’d hope more would be appoint¬ 
ed.” 

The Parking Committee was created during 
Clem Bartolai’s term as Mayor three years ago. 
The City Council remains the Parking Commission.

Sierra Madre minor assauited 
in eariy morning at her home 


Three murders and three assaults during the 
past five weeks within a four-mile radius have 
Los Angeles Sheriff’s investigators stymied. Two 
of the murders were in Arcadia last week, one 
assault was in Sierra Madre early Saturday, a mur¬ 
der was in Monterey Park early Sunday, and two 
as.saults were in Monrovia five weeks ago. 

At this point, investigators have placed an 
information blackout on the assault that happened 
at 5:45 a.m., July 6 in the 1100 block of Arno 
Dr., Sierra Madre, .says Los Angeles Deputy Lynda 
Edmonds. 

The victim is a female, 16, who was at home 
during the apparent burglary. She was bludgeoned 
on the upper body and is in a nearby hospital. 
Edmonds says it is unknown if there were a pro¬ 
perty loss. 

Moving backward in time, on Sunday, July 7, 
61-year-old Joyce Lucille Nelson was found dead of 
multiple injuries to her head and neck in her East 
Arlight Dr. home in Monterey Park. 

On July 2, Mary Cannon, 75, of 310 E. Haven 
Ave. in Arcadia was found murdered at 9:30 a.m. 
She had injuries to the upper body and a slashed 
throat. 


On Friday, June 28, in the early morning 
hours Patty Elaine Higgins, 32, a schoolteacher 
who lived alone, was found murdered in her home. 
She had multiple injuries including a slashed throat. 

The beginning of this cluster of attacks on 
women in this area started on June 2 when two 
women were found about 11:30 a.m. after having 
been bludgeoned sometime within the previous two 
days. They are Mabel Bell, 83, and Florence Lang, 
in her 80s. The location of their home is 443 N. 
Alta Vista Ave., Monrovia. They were discovered by 
a gardener who saw a door into the home open. 
He walked into the home and found the two se¬ 
riously injured women. 

Both women are still at Methodist Hospital 
in Arcadia and remain in extremely critical con¬ 
dition. Deputy Edmonds says. 

The News asked investigators about the simi¬ 
larities and they answered that there were also 
some differences in all the cases. They decline 
comment on whether any of the cases are related. 

Sierra Madre News contacted several neighbors 
of the teenager who was bludgeoned and all of them 
said they knew nothing about it, heard nothing 
until the police questioned each of them. 


Council moves to remove fire zones; 
tabies ordinance on guest houses 


The possibility of modifying a section of the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code regarding the designa¬ 
tion of three fire zones in Sierra Madre was dis¬ 
cussed in a public hearing Tuesday evening and re- 
feried to the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, 
and City Attorney Charles Martin. 

The Sierra Madre City Council adopted Ordi¬ 
nance No. 1017 on June 25, to be effective for 45 
days, which amends' Section 7400 of the code to 
delete designations of Fire Zones 1,2 and 3. 

Former Mayor Carlyle Griffin agreed with the 
council that the fire zones need to be removed and 
a uniform building code needs to be adopted for 
Sierra Madre. 

Griffin explained that some of the present rules 
increase building costs threefold and said, ‘‘We have 
no real call for Fire Zone 1 relative to building . . . 
Most buildings in Sierra Madre are pre-existing, 
non-conforming.” 

One of the problems as explained by Sierra 
Madre City Administrator Jim McRea is that dif¬ 
ferent building regulations have been established 
throughout the years. One code used is 1979, 
another is one that was adopted in 1982. 

After the ordinance is adopted by the coun¬ 
cil, it will become effective immediately and will 
be published in the Sierra Madre News. 

The council tabled Ordinance 1016 regarding 
R-1 guest houses and second units within the R-1 
single family zone because so many questions arose 
during discussion Tuesday evening. 

The Planning Commission developed the ordi¬ 
nance and gave the concept to City Attorney Mar¬ 


tin who drafted the ordinance. 

Griffin said he believes the ordinance ‘‘is un¬ 
fair in many places.” Foster Buckner pointed out 
several points in the ordinance he believes are un¬ 
clear. 

At the request of Mayor Pro Tern Lisa Fowler, 
who sat as Mayor during Mayor Charles Corp’s 
absence. City Administrator McRea will set up a 
study session to include Planning Commission 
members and the city attorney. 

In other business, Gertrude Daniels appealed 
to the council to order removal of the dead tree over 
the Mira Monte reservoir. She described the tree 
as a ‘‘menace.” She said, ‘‘Each of you is respon¬ 
sible if anything happens” and explained that she had 
been to city hall twice to report on the ‘‘tinder 
dry dead tree” that could take the whole reser¬ 
voir roof if it goes dow n. 

The council presented a resolution to Pete 
Collier and Michael La Sance who are instrumental 
in bringing the Western Regional Championship 
games to Sierra Madre Aug. 4-10. The News re¬ 
ported this story about a month ago. 

Also receiving a proclamation from the coun¬ 
cil via Joanne Williams was Jan Reed, owner and 
editor of the Sierra Madre News, at the request 
of educators, students and parents of Sierra Madre 
Elementary School. Reed’s community work to¬ 
wards education through the newspaper were noted. 

Western Waste Industries, Inc., has received an 
approximate 5.9‘’7o increase effective July 1. This 
means that residents will now pay $8.15 tor a single 
unit and double that amount for duplex trash services. 


Monrovia advised how to keep city strong

Monrovia’s downtown 
merchants generally ad¬ 
mire their attractive sur¬ 
roundings on Myrtle 
Avenue. The ‘‘unique 
ambiance” of the plea¬ 
sant downtown area bet¬ 
ween Olive Ave. and 
Foothill Blvd. is probab¬ 
ly unmatched anywhere 
in Southern California. 
Quaint shops and flour¬ 
ishing trees along the 
promenade lend an ap¬ 
pealing turn-of-the-cen- 
tury flavor to the area. 

That feeling, com¬ 
bined with a very mo¬ 
dern array of goods and 
wares inside, interesting 
restaurants and efficient 
professional services, vi¬ 
sitors find quite to their 
liking, not an anachro¬ 
nism at all. 

Total sidewalk and 
street improvements 
achieved since down¬ 
town rejuvenation began 
in 1978, as well as an 


abundance of offstreet 
parking, bring the re¬ 
tailers a further measure 
of gratification and con¬ 
venience for their pat¬ 
rons. 

Serious questions have 
been raised in recent 
months, however, re¬ 
garding the “mix” of 
businesses located in 
downtown Monrovia. 
Their Merchants As¬ 
sociation, by common 
consentii, voiced their 
concerns at city hall alter 
the recent conversion of 
a former department 
store to office spaces. 

R'esponding to their 
request, the city ol Mon¬ 
rovia declared a mo¬ 
ratorium to be in cticct 
against leasing ot ^pace 
in the downtown area 
until cogent recommend¬ 
ations could be made. 
They contracted with 'he 
firm of Gunn Kassell 
Copenhaver & Go.. Inc. 
(GRC) to conduct a 
study of the downtown 


area in order to deter¬ 
mine how it functions in 
a retail sense. Their in¬ 
tent was to find the most 
favorable “business 
mix” for the benefit of 
shop ow ners w ho depend 
primarily on pedestrian 
shoppers for their com¬ 
mercial success. 

GRC’s report perhaps 
surprised some shop 
owners in that they 
stated restaurants are a 
drawing card for ped¬ 
estrians and should not 
be discouraged. They did 
recommend that no more 
professional offices be 
added in the area, that 
commercial services such 
as beauty salons be en¬ 
couraged to occupy side- 
street sites and that fi¬ 
nancial institutions use 
their .second-floors for 
necessary office space. 

These recommended 
changes would happen 
over an extended period 
of time in a gradual 
transition, thus increas¬ 


ing the concentration of 
public space at street le¬ 
vel and allowing more re¬ 
tail business in down¬ 
town Monrov ia. 

GRC concluded that 
the new Von’s Market 
and shopping center to 
be erected at Foothill 
Blvd. and North Myrtle 
Ave., will not hinder 
commercial enterprise in 
the downtown shops. In¬ 
deed, they predict that 
business from the new 
complex will spill over 
into the downtown area 
and be of benefit to mer¬ 
chants located there. In¬ 
creased business activity 
at the center will most 
probably attract more re¬ 
tailers to downtown 
Monrovia. 

In their summariza¬ 
tion, the consulting firm 
advised the city of Mon¬ 
rovia not to reroute traf¬ 
fic out of Myrtle Ave., 
as such activity is po-

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Some hot tips 
for a cool pet 

For those for whom this year’s travel 
plans include a pet, the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Veterinary Association (SCVMA) 
has suggestions to help make the trip both 
safe and enjoyable for you and your pet. 

Before leaving home make certain 
you have both a valid rabies certificate 
and a health certificate form your veter¬ 
inarian. Without either, you may be denied 
admission to another state or country. 

e Keep dogs and cats on a leash 
at all times. Otherwise, your pet may end 
up as one of the many animals lost each 
year when it runs off to explore strange 
surroundings and never returns. 

e All pets should wear identification 
tags bearing the address of either your 
veterinarian or a friend who can be con¬ 
tacted should the animal be found after 
you have left the area. 

e You should also carry a detailed 
description of your pet, signed by a veter¬ 
inarian, in the event you are required to 
prove ownership. 

If you plan to travel by plane, check 
airline regulations regarding pets well in 
advance of your departure. Most airlines 
allow one dog or cat per cabin, provided 
it is small enough to fit into a 9” car¬ 
rier, however, permission must be ob¬ 
tained at the time you make your reser¬ 
vation. Birds and larger pets must travel 
in the cargo section. 

Bus, train, or boat passengers should 
plan to board their pets, since none of 
these carriers permit animals on board. 

For car travelers, a little advance 
planning can make taking your pet an en¬ 
joyable experience rather than a disaster. 
Pets unaccustomed to riding should be 
taken on increasingly long rides before¬ 
hand. It helps to take along familiar articles, 
such as a favorite toy or blanket. Feed 
your pet its usual food in order to prevent 
possible digestive upsets. 

Cats travel best in a carrier, and their 
favorite spot is where they can look out 
at the scenery. Dogs should be encour¬ 
aged to keep to their own place in the car, 
and every effort should be made to keep 
them as calm as possible. Pets subject 
to severe carsickness are best boarded, 
since carsick animals make poor traveling 
companions. If, however, your pet exper¬ 
iences only intermittent or mild motion 
sickness, your veterinarian can prescribe 
medication to relieve the symptoms. 

Prevent problems by making safety 
the first rule of the road. 

Dogs should never be allowed to hang 
their heads out the window, since this 
subjects them to the danger of flying 
debris including insects which can lodge 
in their nasal passages with severe con¬ 
sequences. 

Neither should dogs be allowed to 
ride in the back of an open-bed truck. 
Not only can the animal be injured, but 
its falling from a moving vehicle may 
cause a serious accident involving other 
cars. 


Your route should be planned to in¬ 
clude frequent rest stops. Animals, like 
people, need to get out of the car to 
exercise, relieve themselves, and get a 
drink. 

Many hotels and motels allow pets 
in the room with their owners; however, 
it is best to find out beforehand which 
ones do and what their regulations are. 


National and state parks prohibit any 
pet not on a leash and do not allow them 
in buildings designed for public use. Many 
also restrict pets to specific areas, and 
pets are not permitted on trails other than 
in the immediate area of the owner’s 
campsite or lodging facilities. Owners 
of noisy animals will be asked to remove 
them from the park. Anyone planning to 
take a pet to a park should contact the 
one where they plan to stay, since regula¬ 
tions vary. 


Safety and consideration for others 
are the hallmark of a responsible pet 
owner. By exercising these qualities, pet 
owners not only make their vacation an 
enjoyable experience for both animal and 
owner, but do their part to ensure that 
pets will continue to be welcome enroute. 



Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

‘Where the salt comes from comes 
gold,” or at least that is what the Chibcha 
Indians told Ambrosius Dalfinger. An 
ambitious adventurer in 1529, Dalfinger set 
out to explore the vast regions of central 
southern America, where he had heard of a 
legend — a city called El Dorado, the city made 
of gold. Unfortunately, because of the curse, 
Dalfinger never made it. He died of 
curare poisoning. 

However, the legend goes on to say that 
a Gonzalo Jimenez Queseda led an expedition 
of 800 men into southern America. The 
expedition dwindled down to 50 men, who 
it is said, stormed the village of Hunsa 
which had houses made of wood and wicker, 
hung with thin gold plates. Emeralds were 
abundant, and the men were adorned with gold 
rings and bands. The king of Hunsa sat on 
a throne of gold plate and emeralds. 

Throughout the years, tales of golden 
cities still make the adventurous explorers risk 
their lives for the treasure. Most of the tales 
are only legends handed down through the 
years — and much spiced-up. And yet, we 
still search. (1 do, at least. In fact I am still 
looking for the pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow — which is another story.) 

However, my source has assured me that 
there is an El Dorado. The small village of 
Hunsa was very poor in riches. And in fact, 
in 1925, a Colonel Percy Fawcett admitted, 

‘‘It is certain that amazing ruins of ancient 
cities, incomparably older than those of 
Egypt, exist in the far interior of the Matto 
Grosso. I my,self have seen a part of 
them . . .” Unfortunately, Fawcett was last 
heard from in 1925. 

Superstitions? Folklore? Who knows for 
sure? But it is indeed a fact that the Matto 
Grosso, in southern America is still the largest 
area unexplored by man. Or woman.

Parking committee 
was ‘joke,’ says reader 

Your front page article 
of July 4th cannot pass 
without comment.

$87,000 per year from 
another public parking 
lot (pg. 6 of their re¬ 
port). 

Fact #3 — the so-call¬ 
ed ‘‘dying on the vine” 
businessmen suffering 
the alleged parking crunch 
didn’t show up at either 
meeting. Where were 
they? Where were the 
shoppers who can’t find 
parking spaces? 

The Parking Commit¬ 
tee’s report did have one 
sensible recommenda¬ 
tion — to re-stripe the 
spaces on existing lots to 
provide more parking 
(pg. 9), however, they 
neglected to provide for 
any designated handicap 
parking. 

The entire neighbor¬ 
hood of affected proper¬ 
ty owners did show up at 
the council meeting and 
the Parking Committee 
deserves a thank you for 
uniting neighbors in pro¬ 
tecting their property 
rights. And the City 
Council did listen and 
resolved the issue pro¬ 
perly.

— probably healthier anyway — but it seemed 
a terrible deprivation at the time. 

The scare was in the summers as 1 re¬ 
call. There were even those who were certain 
that flies were the culprits and wouldn’t touch 
anything that one landed on. What a relief 
modern medicine is for parents, at least one 
kind of protection. 

Swimming cramps. Not quite as serious 
but nevertheless a thorn in kids’ sides. I won¬ 
der if anyone uses that ‘‘you will get stomach 
cramps and drown unless you wait at least 
one hour after eating” anymore. I remember 
using that when I just couldn’t face another 
minute in the sun while our daughter swam. 

Trash compactors. Everybody whose job 
it was to take out the trash each night can 
be grateful for these machines. Even with one, 
1 often have a grocery-bag dump station in 
the kitchen. Old habits die hard.

I know that after 
reading your article house¬ 
holders will be interested 
to learn of safe, effec¬ 
tive nonchemical ways to 
oust unwanted six-legged 
visitors. 

May I amend two com¬ 
ments in the review? I 
would not ban all pesti¬ 
cides. If farmers did not 
protect their crops against 
pests with the careful use 
of chemical insecticides, 
Americans would not eat 
very well, and many 
foods we take for grant¬ 
ed would disappear from 
market shelves. However, 

I would almost never use 
a pesticide inside my 
home. 

The other amendment 
concerns silica gel. It will 
kill cockroaches, but it 
tends to float in the air 
and is highly irritating to 
the lungs. It also absorbs 
wax off furniture. Tech¬ 
nical boric acid is pre¬ 
ferable.

“Vacationing With Your Pet” 

Part 2; Air Travel 

If you are going to travel very far, the 
best mode of transportation in terms of your 
pet’s safety and comfort is flying. As in all 
methods of transportation, there are risks in¬ 
volved, so you should research which method 
of air transport is best suited to your pet’s 
needs. 

1 would recommend the book, ‘‘Protecting 
Your Pets,” By Hal Gieseking (Gie.seking and 
Clive Inc., Bronxville, N.Y., 1979) for tips on 
travelling with your pet. 

The safest way of air travel is to take 
your pet in the cabin with you. Only one 
animal is allowed per compartment (one in 
first class and one in coach). So be sure to 
reserve a space for you and your pet far in 
advance. For international flights, Kennedy In¬ 
ternational Airport in New York maintains an 
‘‘Animalport” where pets can be boarded for 
$10 per day. Their number is (212) 656-6042. 

If you can’t take your pet into the cabin 
with you, the second best method is to send 
him as excess baggage in the cargo hold. He 
will travel on your plane, which means easy 
delivery and pick up. A nonstop flight will be 
less stressful for your pet. Your airline will 
provide you with detailed information. 

Some commercial shippers specialize in pet 
transportation, although this method does not 
allow you to oversee your pet’s safety. These 
companies pick up and deliver your pet from 
the airport. They can be found under ‘‘Freight 
Forwarding” or ‘‘Pet Transportation” in the 
Yellow Pages. 

You will also find listings for regular air 
freight, that is, commercial shippers who do 
not specialize in pets. This is not recommended 
because these companies take few, if any, 
precautions to ensure that your pet’s health is 
protected. 

For all methods of air travel, your pet must 
be kept in a carrying cage — the airline will 
tell you the size requirements. Some airlines 
and/or states require a health certificate which 
verifies that your pet has had certain vac¬ 
cinations from your veterinarian.

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California missions are explored... 


This is the second in a series of travel articles 
on the California missions. 

The tranquil beauty of the Spanish missions 
pervades the spirit of travelers who pay their re¬ 
spects to these romantic treasures of California 
history. 

Perhaps nowhere else in the world does a 
whole category of architecture possess the ability 
to fill the viewer with an overwhelming sense of 
peace and contentment. The rewards of visiting 
these gems ot our historic heritage are manifold. 

About midway to San Diego is a mission cele¬ 
brated in story and song, San Juan Capistrano, 
founded in 1776, and famed for its swallows which 
return each March 19 on St. Joseph’s Day. Lo¬ 
cated in the community of San Juan Capistrano, 
the mission lives up to its romantic legend. 

The church was once the most ornate of any 
of the missions, with no less than seven domes and 
a 120 ft. tall bell tower, but was destroyed in the 
1812 earthquakes. 

The little chapel remaining today is called Fr. 
Serra’s Church, being the only building still standing 


in the entire chain where the founding father con¬ 
ducted services. Four ancient bells adorn the cam- 
panario. 

Some 20 miles further south in Oceanside is 
Mission San Luis Rey de Francia, founded in 1798, 
located at 4050 Mission Avenue. 

Once the largest and most populous of all the 
missions, it features the only dome remaining in 
the chain, sunken gardens, now being restored, 
and the oldest pepper tree in California, which was 
planted in 1830. 

Called the “King of the Missions,’’ it once 
boasted olive and orange groves vineyards and fruit 
orchards, plus vast herds of cattle and sheep. It 
too fell into ruin and was abandoned until 1892, 
when restoration work, still in progress today, was 
commenced. 

Its museum contains many of the original reli¬ 
gious relics and tools used in its heyday. An an¬ 
nual fiesta takes place in July. 

To the east about 25 miles stands the asis- 
tencia of San Luis Rey, San Antonio de Pala,

,founded in 1815, on the Pala Indian Reserva¬ 
tion. Pala is the only mission still serving the In¬ 
dians today. 

The original Indian designs decorating the walls 
of the chapel have been restored and its museum 
also contains many of the artifacts of its early 
days. 

Nearby Palomar Mountain and the famed ob¬ 
servatory provides an interesting side trip, although 
the route is winding and percipitous. 

The founding mission of the chain, San Diego 
de Alcala, founded in 1769, was first located at 
Old Town in San Diego, but later was moved five 
miles up the San Diego River. It is located at 10818 
San Diego Mission Rd. in Mission Valley. 

Destroyed by the 1803 earthquake and rebuilt 
the same year, the mission had many struggles 
and was almost abandoned in its early years. After 
secularization it fell into decay until restoration 
began in 1931. 

Today its most striking feature is the beauti¬ 
ful campanario, graced by the five original mission 
bells. 

In the mountains 60 miles northeast of San 
Diego lie the ruins of Santa Isabel Asistencia, 
founded in 1818 as a sub-mission of San Diego. 
Beside the handsome chapel built in 1924 stands 
a statue, the “Angel of Lost Bells,” praying for

DRINK STAINS 
DAMAGE DYES 

By Joe Delgatto 

Most of us || 

drink either soft 
drinks or alcoholic s 

drinks of some * 

kind. From the. 
standpoint of clothes 
and the inevitable 
spilling and stain¬ 
ing, a few words to the wise can help avoid 
serious consequences. 

SOFT DRINKS, most soft drinks — such 
as colas, root beer, ginger ale. and “pop” re¬ 
main invisible on the tabrie until heat is ap¬ 
plied. Then a cbaracteristic brown stain ap¬ 
pears — often to remain for the life ol the ] 
fabric. 

To help prevent this, here’s a suggestion: 
On washable garments, sponge our with clear 
water only. NEVER USE SOAP. And don’t 
iron until absolutely sure all of the stain is 
removed. 

If the fabric is drycleanable, DO NOIH- 
ING. No rubbing or wiping. Tell us where the 
stain is when you bring it in and we'll give it 
the special treatment such stains require. No 
extra charge. Also, please bring the stained item 
in as soon as possible after staining. Time tends 
to set the stain and moths just love them. 

ALCOHOLIC DRINKS. In general, the 
same precautions as with sott drinks apply. 
However, alcohol tends to loosen dyes. There 
is, unfortunately, no remedy for this. 

With drycleanable fabrics — whatescr the 
stain — it’s wise to have them cleaned im¬ 
mediately. 

The longer stains stay on the fabric, the 
more deeply imbedded they become — and 
through aging, the more difficult to remove. 
To avoid problems and keep your wardrobe 
looking better longer, just —
